GERMANY AND ENGLAND. 

An Bnglish re-ident in Germany contributes 
the following to the ‘Pall Mall Gszstte” :— 
The eyes of all German Imperialists are 
fixed with a pecoliar intensity of interest upor 
Great Britain jost now. Needless to say, thr 
apparently set porpose of this country to dimi 
nish its defensive and offansive land and cer 
power is accapted—with hardly concealed satis. 
faction—as a farther indication of that decline 
io national vigour which German political 
stadeots have for some time included in their 
calculations for the fatare. 

I cannot better soggest the picture which 
we present to this penetrating people at the 
moment than by qaoting the recent observa 
tion of s German frieod—a man whose words 
are sometimes echoed in this country—daring 
some references to the fatore inflaence of 
arbitration and the limitation of armaments, in 
whose interest certain woak-kneed Britons have 
been scclaiming the retrenchment policy of 
the present Government, 

“England most please herself, althongh we 
cannot view withoat some apprehension » 
growing weakuess which, with the certainty of « 
nstoral law, most ulti \tely prodace displace 
ment of power and conacqrently interoationa’ 
disturbance. You have your Navy } Certainly; 
but see, my friend, in precisely the same way 
does a nut possess its shell, bat if the kernel 
of the not is withered and shronken, the 
resisting power of the ansupported shell is 
very materially redoced. So with a nation 
Nothing seems clearer to « close stadent of 
your race than that your Navy is covering a 
withoriog and shri virility and vigour 
both of body and mind. And I ask you to con 
sider of the resclt if two nots—one whose 
kernel is sonnd,the other decsyed—are creehed 
together in the strong grip of war. 

‘ As for us, your leagues of peace and inter- 
national arbitratioss are as the crackling of 
thorns beneath a pot. They oan never abolish 

for in the society of nations interests are 
40 interwoven that the arbitrator States can 
never be impartial. Therefore, we Germans 
hold with yonr Lord Buon, that wars are “the 
highest tria’s of right.” National existence is 
dependent on sower, and Bismarck spoke for 
Germany to all time when ho 
healthy basis for s great S 
solfi-bneas, and not romanti 


Germany, who was never cursed by an evil 
genvias in the shape of a Teaton Cobden, must 
become top dog. For in Grcat Britain, asa 
resalt of Mr. Cobden’s brilliant ideas, Free 
Crade bas depopulated the country districts, 
ruined oar agricaltare, and driven 10,000,000 
British workers, with several millions of oar 
oational capital, ont of G:eat Britain into 
Protectionist countries. 

Through ‘the blessing of Pree Trade” our 
industries have become partly stationary,

THE BRUNSWICK DUCHY, 


DUKE OF CUMBERLAND'S POSITION. 


Benin, September 26. 
‘The Diet of Branswick bas passed a resola- 
tion inviting the Deke of Comberland to sink 
his claim to the kingdom of Hanover and 
acgume the rulership of the Dachy. (Heuter.) 


‘The Dake of Cumberland is the son of the 
second Dake,who was King Gaorge V. of Han- 
over, fourth brother of the Duke of Kent, the 
father of the late Qreen Victoria, He is 
married to a sister of Queen A'exandra, 

‘Phe last Duke of Brunswick wes Wilhelm L., 
born April 25, 1806, the second son of 
Doke Friedrich Wilbelin aud of Prinoess Mario 
of Badeu ; ha ascended the throne April 25, 
1831, and died October 18, 1884. 

‘Tha beir to Bronswick is the Duke of 
Comberland, exclided owing to the refasal 
to give up the claim to the throne of Hanover. 

The ducal house of Bronswick-Wo'faubuttel, 
extinct on the desth of Wilhelm I, was long 
one of the movt ancient and illuatrions of the 
German'c Confederation. Its ancastor, Henry 
the Lion, possasred, in the twelith century, 
the anited duchies of Bavaria snd Saxony, 
with other territories in the Nortb of Ger- 
many ; tut having t fased to aid the Emperor 
Friedrich Barbarcssa in his wars with the 
Pope, a was, by a desres of the Diet, deprived 
of the who'e of his territories with the sole 
excoption of his allodisl domains, the princi 
pslities of Brauswick aod Luneborg. {hese 
possessiona were, on the death of Ernest the ; 


Confessor, divided between the two sons of | 


the latter, who became the fuunders of the 
lives of Branswick Livvbarg, Bider Line, and 
Bronewick Luneburg, Younger Line, the tormer 
of which was represented in the ducal house of 
Branewick, while the latter is merged iu tho 
royal tamily of Great Britaia. 

‘The Bronawick regency law cf Febroary 16, 
1879, enacts that in case the legitimate heir to 
the Brunswick throne ba ab ext or prevented 
from assuming the gcvernment, the Conncil of 
tezency, cons's'ing of the Ministers of State 
and the Previdents of the Landtag and of the 
Supreme Conrt, thould carry on the govern- 
ment , while the German Emperor should as 
some command of the military forces in the 
Dochy. If the rightful heir, after the space 
of a year, ia nusble to claim the throne, the 
Bravawick Landtag shall olect a regent from 
tbe non reigning members of German reigning 
families.

POSTAL ADMINISTRATION. 


Sir,—Your correspondent who writes onder 
the above heading bas exposed a legitimate 
grourd of complaint—a complaint be it ob- 
served which touches Europeans and natives 
alike who have business and otber connections 
with the Usited Kingdom. 

When last year that redoubtable champion of 
postal refurm, Mr. Henniker Heaton, induced 
the British and Egyptian Governments to lower 
the lett-r postage rate it is hard to conceive 
that he was coguizant of the inequality which 
such a boon was about to inaugorate, viz: that 
whilst the charge for letters from the United 
Kingdom to Egypt was henceforth to be redao- 
ed by one penny half penny the half ounce, 
that for letters from Egypt to the United 
Kingdom was to be redoced by one penny 
farthing only, 

I should like to know why there should be 
a discrimination against this country of 20°? 
Ut would also be interesting to discover whether 
this 20 7 is retained by the Egyptian Treasury 
or in what proportion it is shared by other 
countries which have, by arrangement with 
Egypt, adopted the redaced rate, 

‘As postal officials, like those of other Ezypt- 
iministrations, are probibited, on psio of 
issal, from writing to the Press, and we 
are not likely to get any evlightenment from 
that quarter it would, therefore, ba a good 
thing and possibly lead to the removal of anch 
injastice if the Hon. Member for Canterbury 
conld be persaaded to ask from his place in 
the British House of Commons for this mach 
desired piece of information.—I sm, eto.
